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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 
I hereby submit my third annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 
TEACHERS 


I take pleasure in reporting that there has been through- 
out the year a fine spirit of cooperation toward maintaining 
better schools in Westmoreland by the School Board, teachers 
and parents. 

It is fortunate that such a large percent of our teachers 
have had some years of experience. Although two of our best 
teachers resigned during the summer we were able to replace 
them by teachers of equal ability. 

Following is the organization of the schools for the year 
1927-1928.

EAST WESTMORELAND 


At the beginning of school in the fall it was found that 
there were too many pupils in East Westmoreland for one 
teacher to handle. 

A temporary school room was partitioned off with wall- 
- board inside of the local hall. The old stove from Westmore- 
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land Corner was set up in this room. Chairs from one of the 
churches and benches and blackboards (in use after the fire 
in Westmoreland Village) were installed. The teacher’s desk 
from Westmoreland Depot which has been replaced by a new 
one was brought over to the new room. In all we have a fairly 
good temporary school room where Cadet teachers from Keene 
Normal School in relays of nine weeks handle the first three 
erades. 


BUILDINGS 

The minor repairs on the buildings have been attended to. 
New movable desk-chair units were installed at Westmoreland 
Depot to replace the old benches. A new teacher’s desk and 
chair were also purchased for this room. 

A new stove was purchased and installed at the Corner 
school. A’long needed book cupboard was built for this school 
house. 

I would recommend a three year program for improving 
our school buildings (not including the new building at the 
village) by concentrating on one school house each year. 

This work might well begin at the Corner. I would suggest 
chemical toilets in the two entry ways, the outside doors 
closed up and the main door to the school room cut in the cen- 
ter of the east side . A partition extending from ten inches 
above the floor to within a foot of the ceiling in front of the 
toilet doors, would make a cloak room inside the school room 
and shut off a direct view of the toilets from the body of the 
room. These partitions would run from the side walls to with- 
in four feet of each other in front of the main entrance door. 
The windows on the north side of the room should be taken 
out and put in the west side. It would be desirable to have a 
new chimney at this school also. 


PARENT TEACHERS ASSOCIATION 
Westmoreland can be proud of the interest shown by the 
people in the welfare of the children as evidenced by the organ- 
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ization of a parent teachers association in connection with 
each of its schools. These associations can be a big force in 
the development of our schools. Already they have accom- 
plished much. To mention only a few instances of what has 
been done—a sink has been installed at the Depot school as 
an aid in preparation of the noon lunch and a covered walk 
to the toilets has been built at the Corner school. 

I wish to record the appreciation of the district to Mr. 
W. O. Davis for his gift of a playground for the Corner school 
and also to Mrs. James A. Craig, at one time a student of this 
school, for her contribution toward the equipment of this play- 
ground. 


HEALTH 

Westmoreland has joined the other towns of the Union in 
hiring a school nurse. Miss Frances Edgett has examined the 
pupils in Westmoreland and will continue her work at inter- 
vals for the remainder of the year. I ask for her your coopera- 
tion. 

As a union nurse was not possible last year due to the fact 
that Walpole’s appropriation of money was found to be illegal 
Mrs. George Warwick took charge of the school nurse work in 
Westmoreland. 

Mrs. Warwick has shown her continued interest in the 
health of the children and has offered a prize of $25 for the 
room with the best health record. The awarding of this prize 
will take place at the graduation exercises in the Town Hall in 
June. 

The children have greatly appreciated the hot noon 
lunches made possible by the Lord fund assigned at the town 
meeting to this purpose. 


CHARACTER EDUCATION 
The chief business of the schools is character building. 
All the work of the day should contribute toward this end for 
we are more interested in the growth of our young people in 
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ideals, habits and attitudes than in reading, writing and arith- 
metie. 

The State Board of Education have recently recommended 
an outline of work in Character Education for the New Hamp- 
shire schools. We have been following this outline in West- 
moreland. 

As part of the work in character education there has been 
introduced in the schools a system of school banking giving the 
pupils a chance to deposit a small amount of money regularly 
and to receive interest on such accounts. Certainly thrift is an 
important phase of character development. 

The health and the character of the growing child are 
very important. I hope there may be numerous conferences 
between parents and teachers on these two subjects. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the efforts of the 
parents, School Board and the teaching force toward maintain- 
ing better schools in Westmoreland. It is this cooperation 
which makes the work effective.
